HAY AND CHRISTMAS 



Secretary of State Tolls How Ha Be 
came Interested In Latter.

Washington, April 7.— Senator De 
|k w of New iork appeared before the 
special bouse committee Investigating 
charges in connection with the Dan 
lsh West India negotiations. Mis 
statement was brief He expressed as 
tonishment at having seen his name 
In the Christmas report. He did not 
know Christmas and never had seen 
kirn, as far as he was aware, although 
be met thousands of people and could 
not say Just who he had seen. But aa 
to the Danish island question he had 
never had a discussion with any one 
on the subject. 

8 W. Knox of Maryland said nn 
had consented to aid Christmas. In 
response to questions from the com- 
mittee Mr. Knox specifically denied 
that he bad introduced Christmas to 
W. J. Bryan or that he had claimed 
to Christmas that he was an intimate 
friend of Senator Hanna 

Senator Bacon or Geoigia told of 
two casual conversations with Christ- 
mas. As to the latter* statement that 
Mr. Bacon took Interest in the pur- 
chase of the Danish Islands, the sena- 
tor declared it was absolutely untrue, 
as be did r.ot believe In the acquisi- 
tion of the Islands and considered it 
unfortunate that the United Slates 
was In a position where it seemed 
necessary to take them. 

Chairman Dalzell presented the fol- 
lowing letter from Secretary Hay on 
the subject: "To Hon. J. Dalzell. 
chairman of the select committee. I 
have received your letter of the 31st 
of March and in reply beg leave to 
say: 

"In the early part of December, 1899. 
Christmas called upon me at this de- 
partment and Informed me that 
through private and personal sources 
in Copenhagen he had become aware 
that there was a disposition among 
ftame of the leading members of the 
Danish government to regard favor- 
ably an overture from the government 
Of the United States looking to the ac- 
quisition of the Danish islands. Hs 
said that he had been a naval officer 
and spoke at some length In regard to 
the desirability of the Island of St. 
John as a naval station for the United 
State*. At my suggestion he convey- 
ed what further technical Information 
he had on this subject to Admiral 
Bradford of the navy department Al- 
though he presented no credentials 
whatever and expressly declared he 
bad no official character, I thought his 
story was of sufficient Interest to be 
wort* Investigation. I told him I 
would send a confidential and trusted 
agent of this government to Copen- 
hagen to ascertain unofficially the 
true state of affairs and mentioned to 
him the name of Henry T. White, first 
secretary of the embassy at London. 
Captain Christmas said he would like 
to b« In Copenhagen when Mr. White 
arrived and bring him Into communi- 
cation with the members of the gov- 
ernment whom he had mentioned. I 
gave him a note of introduction to Mr. 
White and they met In Copenhagen, 
where Captain Christmas had arrang- 
ed for an Interview between Mr. White 
and a member of the Danish govern- 
ment. Mr. Christmas was not present 
at this Interview and his connection 
with the latter ceased entirely at that 
time. He afterward returned to Wash- 
ington and 1 saw him once or twice, 
but told him that there was no need 
for service of any private person in 
any negotiation which might be taken 
up between the two governments in re- 
gard to the acquisition of the Islands. 
I enclose a copy of a letter wkick I 
have received from the Danish minis- 
ter. Mr. Brun, dated the 31st of March, 
1902." 

In a letter to Minister Brun of Den- 
mark enclosed, Mr. Hay refers to the 
signing of the convention of cession 
and adds: "The government of the 
United States is ta no manner under 
obligation to the good offices of pri- 
vate parties in reaching the agreement 
now happily brought about between 
the United States and Denmark, and 
cannot admit for Its own part, or sup- 
port in any such claim against Den- 
mark for commission, compensa- 
tion or remuneration of whatever na- 
ture; which might be made by private 
parties for alleged services In connec- 
tion with the cession of the islands In 
question to the United States." 

A letter from Minister Brun stated 
that Captain Christmas had no author- 
ization whatever to enter negotiations 
In the name of the Danish government, 
nor to make any promlses^n the name 



of the government In connection 
the rew ;th 

Mr. Brun also says he gave Captain 
Christmas no authority of Introduc 
Hons, but refuses his requests in this 
connection. 

Representatives Richardson said he 
thought Mr nay should come before 
the committee and should produce any 
letters he had In connection with 
Christmas pcinr to Copenhagen. 

POLICY Or 8TRIKER3. 

To lie Outlined at Meeting of Mine 
Workers' Officials. 

Indianapolis. April 7. — The National 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers of America began a meeting 
in this city that promises to ..; tract 
much attention from the industrial 
world, as It is the understanding that 
a policy to be pursued in the event oi 
a general strike in the great anthra- 
cite coa' fields of Pennsylvania is to 
be Outlined. 

There are 23 members of the board, 
representing an organization with a 
membership of over 300.000 men. They 
will not issue a strike order for tn* 
anthracite fields peadlng the remit ot 
the negotiations between the Nationa. 
Civic Federation and the mine owners. 

There seems to be a feeling among 
the miners' officials that an amicable 
settlement may be reached before the 
expiration of the 30 day truce declar- 
ed by them in order to give the Civic 
Federation time to bring about a joint 
conference. Besides preparing for a 
strike in Pennsylvania, it is uuikr- 
stood that the board will give careful 
consideration to the West Virginia 
trouble. 



Several Victims Die. 

Tuscumbia. Ala.. April 7.— Five ot 
the men who were wounded during the 
fight with Will Reynolds, the negro 
whom the officers attempted to arrest 
near here and who was finally killed 
after a desperate struggle, have suc- 
combed to their wounds and two oth- 
ers are not expected to survive. Sher- 
iff Oassoway. P. A. Prout and Jesse 
Davis died during the night: Will Gas- 
soway Is barely alive and Payne, who 
was wounded cannot survive. Fin- 
ney's wound proved to be slight. News 
reached here of the killing of a negro 
at Florence. Ala., who was taking the 
negro desperado's side. Excitement 
here Is yet intense. 

To Rival Bonrco. 

New York. April 7. — It is said to be 
the intention of the Irvlngton Casino 
company. Incorporated with a capital 
stock of $20,000. to develop a tract of 
40 acres of land in Westchester coun- 
ty, near Covington on the Hudson, 
and to maintain a summer resort 
which will rival in its appointments 
that of Monaco. It Is the purpose ot 
the promoters, whose names are at 
present withheld, to build, first of all 
a casino, where New Yorkers may 
find absolute rest from business caies 




Bill In Interest of Miners. 

Des Moines, la., April 7.— The ho-ise 
with but one dissenting vote passed a 
bill requiring all mine operators in 
Iowa to employ shot examiners and 
fires at their own expense, it was 
this demand at the recent conference 
of miners and operators that almost 
precipitated a strike. The miners 
yielded at that time relying upon the 
legislature to accomplish their pur 
pose. 

To Lay Out a Camp. 

Chattanooga. Tenn, April 7.— Major 
General John It Brooke and General 
H. V. Boynton arrived In this city *>nd 
In company with government ergi 
neerB proceeded at once to Chicks 
mauga park, where they spent the 
day looking over the ground' for the 
construction of the encampment of 
troops that will arrive here from Cuba 
within the next three weeks 

Invited to Visit Chicago. 
Chicago, April 7. — Mayor Carter 
Harrison forwarded to Paul Kruger at 
The Hague, through Montague White, 
special Boer envoy, an Invitation to 
visit Chicago, In compliance with the 
unanimous wish expressed recently by 
the city council of Chicago. 

Forfeited His Bond. 

St Louis. April 7.— Chafles Krp.ti. 
one of the men Indicted for bribery in 
connection wlth t alleged corruption in 
the municipal assembly, and who v. as 
cited to appear In court for trial, fail- 
ed to respond. His bondsmen were 
notified.

Washington, April 7.— Immediately 
after the reading of the journal, the 
house proceded with the consideration 
of the Chlr >se exclusion bill. General 
debate havh gclosed, the bill was r«--,d 
for amendment under the five minute 
rule.

New York. April 7.— Albert. T Pat- 
rick, who was convicted on March 26 
of the murder of William Marsh Rice, 
was sentenced by Recorder Goff to be 
put to death id the electric chair at 
Sing Sing prison on May &. 

Rice died in this city on Sept. 23. 
1900. An appeal to be made to the 
court of appeals by Patrick's counsel 
will act as a atay of execution pend- 
ing a decision by the higher court 
The recorder In pronouncing sen- 
tence made no comment on the jury's 
verdict. 

The sheriff started with Patrick for 
Sing Sing shoitly after sentence was 
pronounced. 

The woman to whom Patrick was 
recently married by contract was on 
the train. 

The noted case will go to the 
court of appeals and the mere filing 
of a notice of appeal by the prisoner a 
counsel will act as a stay of execu- 
tion. It will require many months 
work to make up this case for the 
court of a; peals to pass upon." More 
than 1,000 typewritten pages of testl 
mony were taken by the stenograph- 
ers at the trial and this will be con- 
densed as far as possible by agree- 
ment between the prisoner's counsel, 
the prosecuting attorney and the re- 
corder. It is doubtful tf the case will 
be In shap° to be sent to the highest 
court in the 6tate before the end of 
the summer. 

The last session of the legislature 
passed a law requiring that cases of 
murder muM be passed on by the 
court of appeals within six months 
As thlR bill did not pass until after 
Patrick's convlctinon It is a question 
whether it 's applicable in his case. 

To Visit Berlin. 
Berlin. April 7 — Official circles hcTe 
confirm the report that the Shah of 
Persia will visit Berlin in May and 
will pay his respects to Emperor Wil- 
liam The shah is going to Contrex- 
vllle. France, for his health, and in 
quired of the authorities at Berlin 
whether his visit would be acceptable 
to his malesty. who answered aftlrma 
tively The shah will probably come 
to Berlin by way of St Petersburg. So 
far as Germany Is concerned the visit 
Is devoid of political significance. The 
officials here repudiate tiie assertions 
In the British press that Germany is 
endeavoring to establish her influence 
In Persia between the British and 
Russian rivalries In that country. 

Anaconda Smelters Idle. 

Butte. Mont., April 7. — The Washoe 
smelters at Anaconda are practical 
at a standstill because of the strike 
of the hoisting engineers of the Amal 
gamated mines. Over 3,000 men are 
now idle In Acandoada by reason of 
the walkout of the engineers. As the 
last meeting of the strikers they de 
elded to a man to go back to work at 
the old scale. The miners union has 
taken steps towards effecting a settle- 
ment between the Amalgamated and 
the striking engineers. 

Cuban Revenues. 
Washington, April 7. — The commit 
tee on insular affairs of the war de- 
partment gave out for publication a 
statement Bbowlng that the revenues 
of Cuba for the two months ending 
Feb 28. 1902, were $2,461,764. and for 
1901. 92.M5.3ti4. The export duty was 
abollBhed on April 1, 191, and ex 
elusive of export duties, these re 
celpts show an increase over 1901 of 
1162,381. 

Michigan Elections. 

Detroit, April 7. — The principal gen- 
eral Interest In city and township elec- 
tions held In Michigan was at Grand 
Rapids, where Mayor George B. Per- 
ry, Democrat, sought re-election to s 
third term. Arthur R. Rood, who was 
nominated for the mayoralty by the 
Republicans, died last Saturday from 
typhoid fever with which he was 
stricken on the day of his nomination 



CECIL RHODES' WILL. 

Statement In Regard to OntUxlon ol 
W. T. Mead aft F.*eeutor. 
London. April 7.— The fact that W 
T. Stead's name was not among tne 
executors of Cecil Rhodes' will has 
given rise to some comment, for it 
was generally understood that he was 
closely associated with those deslgnat 
ed to carry out Mr Rhodes as-plia 
tlons. In order to dispel any misap 
prehensions, B. A Hawksley. who was 
counsel for Mr Rhodes declares In an 
open letter that the removal of Mr 
Stead's name was not in any way due 
to difference on the Mbjecl of the 
South African war, but are from other 
causes quite appreciated by Mr Stead 
and did honor alike to both men "In 
the far back days." writes Mr Hawks 
ley, "when Mr Stead expounded the 
common interests of the English 
speaking peoples, bis n -j ;< Man 
was sought by Mr Rhodes; the ac- 
quaintance ripened Into clos- intimacy 
and continued to the last Mr Rhod»* 
recognized In Mr Stead, who though* 
as be did and who had the marvelouR 
gift of enabling him to clothe with lit 
erary charm the Ideas they both held 
dear. As Mr Rhodes frequently saM 
to me and others, including Mr Stead 
himself, the friendship of the two men 
was too strong to be broken by pass 
)ng differences about the South Afn 
can war.."

Captured By Revolutionists. 

Port Au Prince, Hayti. April 7 —A 
number of revolutionists, commanded 
by General Nicolas BapUste. attacked 
and captured Jacmel, a town on the 
south coast of Hayti. on Satunlay. oc- 
cupied that town for 24 hours, released 
the persons who bad been Imprisoned 
there and then retired to the hills, 
taking them with all the aims and am- 
munition they could obtain. Dunns 
the fighting which preceded, the cap- 
ture of Jacmel, two men were kilkd 
and a number were wounded. The 
Haytian cruiser Crete a Plerot has 
started for Jacmel with arms and am 
munition for that place, and the min- 
ister of war, V. Guillaume. has also 
left for Jacmel. with a detachment of 
troops All is quiet here. 

Satisfaction Expressed. 

London. April 7. — The suggestion 
that the prince of Wales attend the 
dedication of the new home of the 
New York chamber of commerce ex 
cites the liveliest surprise here, cou- 
pled with satisfaction at the Indication 
of the good feeling on the part of lead- 
ing members of America's Industrial 
community. Undoubtedly It H 
hoped In political circles that the ex- 
pected Invitation will not be accepted. 
Inquiries have elicited the fact that 
in court and official circles It is recog- 
nized that there are certain obstacle* 
in the way, but It Is hoped that they 
may not prove Insurmountable. 

Railroad Wreck 

Spokane. Wash, April 7 — Great 
Northern passenger train No 4, east- 
bound, was wrecked at Winchester, 
133 miles west of this city. Railway 
officials here refuse to make any state 
ment except to report that no one was 
killed. The best advices obtainable 
are that a high wind threw a freight 
car on the main track. The passen- 
ger train struck it at full speed derail 
ing the engine and seven cars. The 
fireman is reported badly Injured and 
It is believed many passengers were 
hurt. A wrecking trsin carrying doc 
tors left here for the wreck. 

Important Decision. 

Washington. April 7.— In the United 
States supieme court an opinion was 
delivered by Justice Brewer in the 
case of Pine and others against th» 
city of New Vork and Controller Bird 
S Color, involving the right of the 
city to appropriate all the water of a 
stream along which the complainants 
resided. The case was decided against 
the city by the circuit court of ap 
peals, but this opinion reversed that 
finding and remanded the case for 
further hearing with instruction to 
consider the question of damages. 

A Crazy Policeman. 

Charlestc n. S. C, April 7 — Michael 
Sage, a policeman, crazed by drink, 
ran down the principal shopping streel 
of Charleston, firing at the crowds of 
people A motoiman was wounded in 
the leg, but no other persons were 
struck. Ten men had a desperate 
fight before they subdued the crazed 
officer. 

Baseball President Suicides. 
Kansas City, April 7 — James 
Whitfield, president of the West- 
ern Baseball league, and lor 
many years sporting editor of 
the Kansas City Star, committed sul 
tide at his home here by Bhootiug 
himself.

J. Spencer, of the Central Christian 
Church, preached to-night on investment 
companies. One of the most noticeable 
features of theee concerns is that many 
of the officers and directors are deacons, 
eldere or Sunday echool teachers. One 
or two are preachers and several are 
seen in the church choirs on Sunday. 
In the course of his remarks, Dr. Spencer 
directed a number of sentences at the 
ears of members of his own church. He 
declaied that all the sin was not com- 
mitted by the officers of the companies, 
but said it was not right to desire to get 
rich by taking some one else's money as 
in instance where $3 were promised for 
$1. He added : 

"Now, let me say to any investment 
company officer if you have been guilty 
of misappropriation of funds not your 
own, it is your duty to make full restitu- 
tion of every dollar of such funds. If 
you misrepresented and deceived your 
friends and have reaped the material 
benefit of that deception and are to-day 
richer on account of your wrongs to 
others then you are morally bound to 
right these wrongs." 

Mr. Spencer quoted many passages of 
Scripture bearing on wrongs wrought by 
man upon his fellowman and made many 
interesting comparisons. He said: "If 
any have embezzled or stolen let them 
receive justice. If any be innocent with- 
out any intentional misrepresentation or 
dtception let them not be reckoned as 
guilty. To-day in Lexington no sin is 
more universal or more pronounced than 
covetousnes8. The Bible teaches that 
elders and deacons must not be covetous 
nor greedy of filthy lucre. This greed 
unfits them for public service in the 
church." ________

Braises. 

For an ordinary brnlse luch as result* from an 
ill directed hammer or from a door shutting on 
one's finger use a mild astringent of some aort, 
such as witch hazel or vinegar. Keep the bruiae 



constantly wet until the pain ceases, using a 
bandage of old muslin for wrapping. If the pain 
Is very Intense, laudanum mav be added. After 
the pain lias ceased and only discoloration and 
swelling remain to tell the tale it is a good plan 
to apply a stimulating liniment. This Induces 
an extra How of fresh blood to the spot. In the 
case of a severe bruise the supply of blood to the 
injured part must be lessened by elevating it 
above the heart and applying cold water or 
even ice. 

Of course when the bruise, or contusion rathe r 
la of such moment hoiue remedies should be in 
dulged in only while waiting for a doctor, a 
truth that necessarily applies to all the various 
emergencies that arise. In cases of severe burns 
physicians are often hampered by home remedies 
that cover the burns and bide the real extent of 
the Injury.
